muſt be acknowledged a deriva- 

tive from the tranſcendent Mercy 

of the Great God, whereby the 

crazie and fickly conſtitutions of 

humane Bodies are ſupported, their 

' pains appeaſed, and Health reſto- 

| red, Theſe,as well as his other At- 

tributes, render the Almighty moſt 
glorious. 
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"The Obſervation deduced from 
what precedes, informs us, That 
thoſe that uſurp and exerciſe the 
Art of Phyſick abuſively and un- 
worthily, do extremely Eclipſe 
Gods glory, by ſo diminiſhing of 
his Mercy 3 and of this ſo weighty 
a Sin, it is to be feared many Em- 
piricks and Little Apothecaries in / 
habiting the skirts of the City, | 


and Country Villages, do contract 
a guilt, not only by adminiſtring 
Phylick ignorantly, and without 
thoſe qualifications that are ab- | 
ſolutely neceſſary in a Phyſician, | 
but by over-rating the prices of 
their Medicines, to that degree, 
that mean Families by a fit of ſick» 
neſs or two muſt unavoidably be 
ruined in Eſtate, and too oft in 
their Health. I muſt tell yoy, I 
have oft ſcen Bills of Apothecaries 
riſen to twenty, & ſometimes thirty 
pounds in the time of a Fortnight; 
What

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what is .more, I have known an 


' Apothecaries Bill ſo extravagant, 


that the Sum at the bottom of his 
Account amounted to Fifty Pounds 
ia the ſpace of Thirty Days, when 


* the Ingredients of the whole 


Courſe could not be computed to 
ſtand him in Forty Shillings : But, 
that which ſounds yrorſe than all 
this, is, that not long ſince an 4- 
pothecary of our Suburbs, to Nine 


, Patients, brought in Bills for leſs. 


than three quarters of a years Phy- 
lick, amounting to Fifteen Hun- 
dred Pounds. Though at the ſame 
time I muſt intimate to you, that 
this is not the practice of our Lows 
don-Apothecaries, who not only 
for diſcharging their Conſciences 
!a the faithful Preparation of their 
Medicines, but alſo for vending 
them at reaſonable Rates, may 
vie with z2ny others of that Trade 


ta all Exrope; and therefore you 
: Þ 
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are not to ſuppoſe me here em- 
barqued in a deſigne of diſcou- 
raging you to make ufe of theſe 
later, - who are ſo neceſſary in the 
_Art of Phyſick, but only of dif- 
charging my Duty to ſuch, as are 
expoſed to be defrauded by ſome 
Little Apothecaries of the Country 
and skirts of the City, not onely 


' 


through their ill preparation of + 


Medicines, but alſo through their 
unjuſt and avarictous Prices: So 
that T do pretend hereby, Firlt, 
to inſtruct you, how to prepare 
the moſt uſual and ordinary Medi- 
cines at your own Houſes 3 which 
cannot but be a great ſatisfaction 
to you, . in regard you are certain 
they are well prepared, and that 
the Ingredients are Sound and 
Freſh; Likewiſe that you can 
have your Medicines ready, with- 
out attending the Apothecaries 
iczi\vre for him. to. bring them, or 

with- 
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| without giving your ſelf the trou- 
ble to ſend three or four times to 


" + his Shop for them. Secondly, you 
' + may be aſſured, that in fo doing, 


you ſhall ſave Nine Pounds in Ten, 
or ſometimes Forty Eight Pounds 
; m Fifty, Thirdly, by this mearis 
you avoid being defrauded of your 
{ Lives and Eſtates too, by Mounte- 
banks and their Medicines, which 
being fo indifferently and raſhly 
uſed by many credulous Perſons, 
at all times and ſeaſons, without 
that pariiciar regard had to their 
Conſtitution, Age, Sex, Climate, 
and Cauſe of Diſeaſe, muſt neceſ- 
ſarily, if not kill, at leaſt deſtroy 
the Temperament of their Bowels 
and noble Parts. 


Before-T proceed any further, I 
am obliged to demoaſtrate, and 
make it appear, 1n what manner, 
and wherein this Treati/e doth diſ- 
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charge what js here promiſed. 
Firſt then, I have pick'd out 


ſuch Medicines of the London- Die 
ſpenſatory as are moſt uſual, which | | 


being reduced to a ſmall. number, 
may without any great defray of 
charges, be kept ready at your 
Houſes, T have only made choice 
of three or four fragrant Waters, 
that are to ſerve for Cordial Juleps, 
which in reſpe& of Temperament, 
may be mixt and qualifed for uſe 
in hot or cold Diſtempers. What 
concerns the vaſt number of q- 
ther ſimple diſtilled Waters, I do 
wittingly reject them, as being fo 


little imbued with the vertue of 


the Simples whence they are di- 
ſtilled, that DecoCtions, or ſome- 


times Infuſions, or Expreſſions of 


Juices made of the ſame Simples, 
or Spirits diſtilled from them, are 
experienced to be a million ſ{tron- 
gers Which as your Diſcaſe may re- 
quire,

taught you by your Family-Phy- 
fician, Likewiſe compound Was- 


' ters, Syrups, EleCtuarics, Pills, 


- Frochiſces or Lozenges, Empla- 


ſters, Unguents,and Oyls, you have 
onely ſo many recommended to 
you, as may ſerve for moſt uſes ; 
the others of the Diſpenſatory are 
omitted, either becaule they agree 
in Vertue with thoſe that are 1n- 
ſerted, or are not ſo congruouſly 
compounded, or are rarely uſed,or 
are dangerous, or uſeleſs; or it oc- 


 * caſton doth require, may be pre- 
| ſcribed by your Phyſician. 


Secoadly, 1 have taught you 


| here the beſt manner of diſtilling 


Simple and Compound Waters, of 


; Preparing Syrups, Pills, Electua- 
| ries, Ec, what lagredients are to be 


put 1n firſt, which afterwards, how 
ſome particular Medicines are to bz. 


reduced 1ato Powders, and how 
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at laſt the whole Compoſition is ta 
be artificially mixt, 

Thirdly, I have calculated what 
each Medicine will ſtand you in, 
ſet down. exatly the prices. of 
Herbs and other Simples that are 
to be bought of the Herb-women, 
the prices current of Drugs and . 
Phyſical Seeds that are to. be | 
bought of the Druggiſts, and of ' 

| Spices and dry Fruits that: are 
vended by the Grocers ; all which 
being Alphabetically placed inthe 
latter part. of this Treatiſe, you 
may at any time have recourſe un- 
to; whereby you likewiſe avoid 
being impoſed upon by the ſaid 
Herb-women and Druggilts : and 
by the ſame means you may eaſily 
compute, what every Compoſition 
in. the Diſpenſatory may amount 
unto, giving ſome ſmall allowance 
for garbles and waſte , that may 
happen by. the powdering and 
ſifting 
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- { ſifting the Ingredients, or by eva- 
! porating over the Fire, or ſticking 
to the Pan, Pipkin, or other Utenſil 

' you make uſe of in preparing ſome 

| Compoſitions. 

: Fourthly, If want of: conveni-- 
ency, or any other occaſion ſhould 
perſwade you from. the preparing 

| of the hereafter - mentioned. Sim« 

' ples and Compoſitions at your 
own houſe, you have the prices of 
both declared, at which you may 
buy them- from the Apothecaries- 
ready prepared, to keepa propor- 
tion by you, to be mixt and made 

» uſe of according as-your Phyſician» 
ſhall judge fit. 

Fifthly, If. you deſire to -avoid: 
that trouble alfo, and do prefer: 
ſending your Phyſicians Bill: to 

' an Apothecary, .you may hence ea- 
ſity compute, what the Medicine is - 
to be valued at, and what the 4po- 
thecary. deſerveth for his- pains; 

for. 
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for mixing and bringing it to your | 


Houſe. 


Laſtly, Since every ſmall difor- 
der of Body puts many into the 
humour of ſending for an Apothe- 
cary, who to mimick the Phyfician, 
ſhall ask you, when you was at 
Stool , or whether you are not 
oppreſſed or (tuffed at your Sto- 
mach ; feels your Pulſe, and then 
ſhall tell you, that you are weak : 
and if he findes you hot, he forceth 
you to believe you have got a Sur- 
teit: orit he perceiveth your hand 
to be cold, he per{wades you that 
you have taken cold, This is the 
ſubſtance of his Theory, on which 


he praGces{o boldly. But if you' 


are curious to be throughly ac- 
quainted with the whole Body of 
Phyſick, by which the Countrey- 
Apothecary practiſeth, you may 
ſoon gratifie your ſelf in that, 'by 


pur-. 5 
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purchaſing a Treatiſe called, The 
Accompliſht Phyſician, the HoneSt 
Apothecary,and the S$kilful Surgeon, 
fold at the Angel in Duck-lane 3 
which having peruſed from page 
4 to 14, and from page 64 to 73; 
will abundantly fatisfie you for 
your diſburſement. It then-you 
are found to be coſtive, he ſends 
you a Clyſter at 2 s. 6d. price 
which on the ſame occaſion you 
may adviſe your felf, and be in- 
ſtructed by this Treatiſe, how to 
make one for three half pence, or 
two pence. Ithe apprehends-your 
ſtomach to be oppreſſed, he orders 


his man to boyl a little Carduxs in- 


Water, ſtrain it, and put to it three 


' or four ſpoonfuls of rank Oyl of 


ſweet Almonds, to cauſe you to 
vomit,and carry off a little flegm 3 
for which an half Crown is an u- 
ſual rate. Now, inſtead of this, you 
may at a much cheaper price make 
your 
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your ſelf a Pint or two-of Carduws- 
Poſlet,and drink it off luke-warm, 
to cauſe the ſame effe&. For your 
weakneſs, he will adviſe you a 
Cordial made out of two or three 
muſty {imple Waters, ConfeFio Al- 
kermes,and a little Syrup of Gilly- 
flowers, for which he expeds to 
| be. paid three Shillings and fix 
' Pence 3 and by the way compute, 
what two or three Cordials a day 
may amount unto, inthree or four 
weeks time. What he reckons at 
_ three ſhillings ſix pence, you are 
taught below, how to prepare a 
Cordial Julep for much leſs. In: 
caſe of a Surfeit, three or four pints 
of cooling Juleps ſhall be ſent you ; 
every day, at two ſhillings fix- | 
ce, or three ſhillings the Pint ; 
which you ſhall be informed how 
to prepare at two pence or three 
pence the quart. Ifhe infers from 
the pain.of. your. Head and Limbs; 
Cough, 
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Cough, Stuffing in your Head, ec. 
' that you have taken Cold, ſome 
Sweating Bolws or Potion (where- 
' of Mithridate, or Treacle (hall be- 
* the chief Ingredient) beſides Sy- 
* rups, he conceives to be good Re- 
* medies, that may conduce to your 
health and his profit; wherein al- 
ſo the Directions of this TraF will 
; render you a conſiderable ſaver, 


 . This is the furtheſt point the: 

Practicing Apothecary can fafely 
+ ſteer, or which you are capable to 
! apprehend; wherefore you are not 
; toexpedt from me inſtructions for 
uſing the great Remedies, viz. 
Bleeding and Purging ; the good 
management of which and other 
Remedies , doth entirely depend: 
upon the Methodws Medend;, (or 
Method of Curing ) which two- 
words do ſummarily expreſs the 
whole Arg of Phyſick,, and its 
greateſt: 
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greateſt” Secret: for, to arrive to 
the ſaid Method of Curing, or ap- 
plying of Remedies in manner, 
order, and time, it's requiſite a man 
ſhould underſtand the Nature of 
Diſeaſes., their Cauſes, and the 
Parts diſeaſed, unto which the 
ſaid Remedies are to be applyed ; 
all which cannot be underſtood, 
unleſs you have acquired a com- 


petent knowledge of the natural _. 
Conſtitution of the Parts of the - 


Body of Man, their Structure, Po- 
 fation, Relation, and Connexioa to 
each other, and their ſeveral Ofi- 
ces and Uſes, This Knowledge or 
Science is chiefly gained by fre- 
quent Anatomy, Or DiſſeFion of 
dead. Bodies, and moſt certainly 
is the Baſes and Ground-work of 
the Art of Phyſeck; and the com- 
plete finiſhing of that, is the 24e- 
thedus Medendi: For all Factive 
2nd Mechanick Arts conſilt in theſe. 

three 
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three particulars. 1. In the-know- 
ledge of their Subje&, which in 
our Artis the body cf Man 1n its 
natural and preternatural conſtt- 
tution. 2. In the Inſtruments or 
Means whereby to operate, which 
in the ſaid Art are ſuch, whereby 
to preſerve the Body in its natural 
conſtitution or health,and whereby 
to correct and remove its preter- 


. natural or diſeaſed Conſtitution , 
- Which are Dyet and Remedies, 


3. In the Method or Directory 
of Rules, how to uſe the faid In- 
{truments, which in Phyſck is calied 
HMethodus Medendi, or the Method 
of applying the ſaid Means. The 
Firſt and Third Particular I have 
already ſpoken to. The Second 
is the Means, wherein it is as ne- 
ceflary for a Phy lician to be not 
only knowing, but alſo experien- 
ced, as in either of the other: For 


what ſucceſs can be expected from 
the 
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the Method of applying Remedies, | 
unleſs thoſe Remedies are ſuch, as * 
obtain a Specifick and peculiar ' 
property of correcting or remo- 
ving the Cauſe of each Diſeaſe ? : 
A Phyſician is as little capable to 

' cure great Diſeaſes with ordinary 
Medicines (which notwithſtanding : 
fome of the ignorant for want of * 
due Education pretend to do) + 
as a Graver 1s able tocut curious . : 
Figures in Steel, with the ordinary 
Tools of a Carver or Stone<cutter 3 
or a Barber to take off the hair 
or your Beard with a Chopping- 
knife. 

As for thoſe ordinary Medicines, 
they are ſet dowa in ſeveral Dziſper- 
ſatories, among which, that of the 
Phyſicians of Lo-don, conſidering 
the time it was compoſed, by far 
exceeds all the others. Theſe ordi- 
nary Medicines, it's confeſſed, being 
methodically applied, may by long 

| conti- 
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es, | continuation remove ſome (light

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Diſtempers, and ſome great Diſea- 


confirmed and inveterated, are too 


; oft found abſolutely fruitleſs. For 
| what proper Remedy do thoſe

an inveterate Scurvey, Dropſte , 


' Stone, Gout, Fever, Kings-Evil, 
| Leproſte, &c. To this a Vulgar 


Hackney-Phyſician fhall poſlibly 
anſwer, That there is no Diſeaſe, 
be it never fo great or dangerous, 


| but he will anderiaze { wacn 15 


well put in) to cure by Method, 
and that with ordinary Medicines. 


: For Example, a Conſumption oc- 


caſtoned by an Ulcer inthe Lungs, 


| he pretends to cure by preſcri- 


bing, 1. Medicines that ſhall dif , 


* charge or cleanſe the Ulcer, by 


. 


; expelling: the matter by Expedo- 


ration, that 1s, by coughing and 
-" ſpitting 5; 
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ſpitting; and this is performed by 
Ground- Ivy, Speedwel, Hyſſop, and 
many other Vulneraries made into 
a Syrup, Lohoch, or Decoction. 
2, By conſolidating Medicines , 
that ſhall cloſe up and ſkin it with 
a Callxs; ſuch are Comfrey, Knot- 
graſs, Ladies» Mantle, and ſuch like, 
as you may read in Chap.20. of my 
Treatiſe of Conſumptions. 3. By 
moiſtening and reſtoring the ſolid 
and other parts that are conſumed 
and dried up by the abſorbing 
heat of an Hedtick, Fever, This 
Effet is 2znefted from Aſſes Milk, 
which they ſay, doth cleanſe, cool, 
moiſten, and nouriſh the conſumed 
parts. 4. By Fontanels or Iilues, 
ſhaving off the Hair of the Head, 
and applying Attractive Plailſters 
on it ; likewiſe by cramming the 
Patient with Conſerve and Sugar 
of Roſes; all which ſhall ſerve 
to intercept the defluxion of cor- 
roding 
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roding Humours, falling down 
from the Brain to the Lungs. 


' Now when all theſe means have 
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been uſed a very conſiderable time, 
look upon the Weekly Bills of 
Mortality, and you ſhall ſoon know 


| the pretended effefts of thoſe 


ordinary Medicines. 

In the firſt place I muſt agree, 
that ſome of thoſe Indications are 
well. .enough propoſed , and the 


Tndicata in reſpect of the Materia 


Medica there ſet down, do ſome- 
times (though ſeldom) accompliſh 
a happy Cure. But in the ſecond 
place, I muſt alſo tell you, that 
there is another ſort of a-Aateriz 
Medica,being artificially prepared, 
and not according to the Rules of 
the {loveniſh Cookery of Conntry- 
Apothecaries, that doth very oft, 
and always, if timely and metho- 
dically applied, anſwer the expe- 
cation of the Phyſician, and the 
hopes

hopes - of the Sick, not only in 


Pulmonick Gonſumptions, but alſo 


in thoſe other Diſcaſes before re- 
cited. 

Touching thoſe great Medicines, 
it is very fortunate they are not 
yet arrived to the knowledge of 
the little Apothecaries, or the pre- 
ſcribing S»rgeons, who ufing them 
without Method , though ſome- 
times they might do good , yet 
for want of capacity in the Appli- 
cative, would certainly at moſt 
times do great miſchiefs with them z 
and therefore every Phyſician 
ought to reſerve them ſecret, by 
preparing them himſelf, and when 
neceſſary to be uſed, to ſend them 
to the Apothecary to be exhibited, 
or to give them to his Patients, 
with what Directions are requi- 
ſite. 

In concluſion, though the pra- 
Qice by the ſaid great Medicines 

is 
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is by me here propoſed as neceſia- 
ry, yet Iam not to be underſtood 
by that, to exclude the uſe of 
Apothecaries, or the Medicines of 
the Diſpenſatory, that are to be 
prepared by them: for moſt ſchetical 
and moveable, or ſlight commen- 
cing Diſeaſes, thoſe ordinary Me- 
dicines are experienced fo capable 
to remove, that to make uſe of 
great Medicines in thoſe caſes , 
would ſeem, as if you laid hold of 
a Club to knock down a Louſe. 
The ſecond neceſſary uſe of the 
faid ordinary Medicines 1s, either 
to ſerve the great Medicines for 
Vehicles, or to be ſubſtituted in 
their ſtead (when ſome circumſtan- 
ces may countermand their uſe) ſo 
long,until occaſion or opportunity 
ſhall require the aid of the faid 
great Medicines, and the foremen- 
tioned circumſtances be abated. 


Now, 
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Now, Reader, if I finde this 
Eſſay. doth receive that acceptance 
from you, which its real Uſe, and 
conſequently the -certain Advan- 
tage that you will acquire thence, 
doth merit, you may expect a fur- 
ther. purſuit of this ſo profitable 
deſign, that tends to no other end, 
than the Preſervation of - your 
Health and Purle.

Annifeeds, mixing them well to- 
gether 3 and fo at laſt put in the

About a quarter of a pound of 
_- Caſſia, or ſomewhat more, in 

anes, is uſually found to yield an 
ounce of pulp. 

3. You are to know the man- 
ner of extracting the pulp of Te- 
marinds. Put a ſufficient propor- 
tion of Tamarinds into a Mortar; 
and pour to it as much warm wa- 
ter as will but juſt ſoften it, and 
a little diſſolve it ; for otherwiſe 
they being (ticking and glewie,, 


the 
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the pulp will not paſs through the | 


Sieve. Then with the Peſtle gent- 
ly move and ſtir the Tawarinds 
about, that the warm water may 
incorporate with them. This fo 
done, put the Maſs into a Sieve, 
and preſs the pulp through in the 
ſame manner as hath been taught 
you 1n the extracting of the pulp 
of Caſſia.

let it grow cold : if it prove hard 
enough, ſo that you may take it 
| off the Plate without ſticking, it 
is boild enough. 2. By taking 
{ome of it on the point of a kaife, 
and let it drop into the Pan again ; 
which if 1t be enough, 1t will drop 
a top of the ſurface, and conti- 
nue raiſed on it like a knob. 3.By 
letting a little cool on the point of 
a knite, and then ſee whether it be 
hard enough. 

Laſtly obſerve, while the Violet- 
juice, Water, and Sugar are boiling,
